Courage Helps To Mend A Girl’s Face

Courage is a wonderful healer. 
But to have courage you must 
have faith. Pat McLaughlin has 
both. 


"How can I help having them," 
she told me from her bed in Low­ 
er Bucks County Hospital last 
week. "With all the wonderful 
things the doctors and nurses are 
doing for me. Hie way my par­ 
ents treat me like a princess — 
and so many friends. I never 


knew so many people were pull­ 
ing for me.” 


Those were the words of a 20- 
year-old Croydon girl who three 
months ago hovered between life 
and death for 12 days, part of 
her face shorn off by a flying 
brake shoe from a crack Boston 
to Washington Pennsylvania Rail­ 
road 
express 
passing 
through 
Bristol. 


On Way To Work 


Pat doesn’t like to talk about 
it — or even think about that 


I 
day when the 20-pound steel brake 
shoe came hurtling through the 
air crashing through the wind­ 
shield of the car in which she 
and four other girls were riding 
on their way to work at the Atlan­ 
tic Tea Packing Company in Bris­ 
tol. 


Traveling with lightning speed. 
the object whizzed through the 
windshield of the car, ripped off 
the left side of Pat’s face then 
crashed through the rear window. 


For 12 days Pat’s family hov­ 


ered near her bedside — praying 
against enormous odds that she 
would live. 


Long, Anxious Weeks 


And then came the long, anxious 
weeks. Weeks of fear that she 
would never look the same. Fear 
that her face — or what was left 
of it —. would never look normal. 


But Pat had courage. Trusting 
in the miracle of plastic surgery 
and the doctors who performed 
it — she knew somehow she would 
be all right. 


Still wearing a patch over the 
left side of her face. Pat had 
spent two months at the hospital 
since the accident June ll, then 
six weeks at home and last week 
a return to the hospital for a few 
days. 


More Surgery 


Soon she’ll be returning to the 
hospital for more surgery. Then 
more weeks of waiting while the 
facial muscles and skin tissues 
build up. Slowly, doctors are build­ 


ing up her face and the process is 
a long one. 


But Pat has learned not to live 
by the clock. Anxious to be up 
and around again as any 20- 
year-old young lady would be — 
she ne etheless is braving it all. 


A former student at Delhaas 
High School and Benjamin Frank­ 
lin Junior High School, her great­ 
est hope those first two months 
was to be well enough to attend 
church again. Now that too has 
become a reality. 


For the past four Sundays, Pat 
has attended services with her 
family at the Croydon Methodist 
Church. 


The only daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. George McLaughlin of 1104 
Sycamore Ave., 
and 
with one 
brother married, another in the 
Army, Pat jokingly confessed, "at 
least there’s one good thing about 
it all. Mother won't let me wash 
the dishes or do any housework.

Before the meeting, which was 
held last night, several of those 
who attended it went on a three- 
hour tour of the township, during 
which Vince 
Hartley, 
township 
manager outlined some 
of 
the 
problems facing the community. 
The tour helped show the Rede­ 
velopment Authority's urban re­ 
newal consultants some of 
the 
things that the township author­ 
ities hoped to do if and when 
funds became available. 


During the tour, Hartley point­ 
ed out problems such as sub­ 
standard housing, 
traffic 
prob* 
Urns, such as the bottleneck at 
Route* 413 and 13, strip commer­ 
cialism, 
flood plains 
near 
Ute 
Ne.-hammy Creek, the antiquated 
township building, the community 
center, and other problem areas. 


M eeting Staged 


After the tour, a meeting was 
held at the Benjamin Franklin 
Junior High School, when the con­ 
sultants, Anthony ll. Murray and 
Michael J. Lonergan, of Walker 
and Murray Associates, gave ad­ 
vice on how to tackle these and 
other problems. 
Before any federal assistance 
for urban renewal projects can 
be obtained, it would be neces­ 
sary to have a comprehensive 
plan made of the township. This 
might take 18 months to com­ 
plete, said Murray, and he ad*

PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - The 
hour-long debate of Pennsylvania 
gubernatorial candidates Monday 
night produced no new issues and 
failed to spark another meeting 
of Democrat Richardson Dilworth 
and Republican Congressman Wil­ 
liam W. Scranton. 


The candidates, who did not 
face each other during the ex­ 
changes or mention one another 
by name, dwelt largely on the 
needs of Pennsylvania and their 
readiness to provide the means 
for accomplishing the progress 
needed. 


Dilworth cited the Leader and 
Lawrence 
Administrations 
for 
bringing 
about 
reform 
after j 
"years of planned neglect by the 1 
Republican Party.” He said it i 
was 
"very 
em barrassing” 
for j 
Scranton that the Lawrence Ad-1 
ministration was leaving office 
"with the first balanced budget 
in the state since the turn of the 
century, with the exception of the 
wartime 
Martin 
Administration 
during which it was not possible 
to spend any money.” 


Last Office 


The dapper Democrat also said 
he sought the governor’s chair as 
his "last political office.” 


Scranton charged the 
Demo­ 
cratic administrations in the state 
have 
been 
characterized 
by 
"power politics’’ which he defined 
as "efforts to establish and main­ 
tain themselves in power.” He 
said Pennsylvania should have a 
new 
administration 
to 
provide 
greater 
services 
in 
education, 
conservation, housing and high­ 
ways. 


The candidates met here in an 
unprecedented face-to-face radio 
and television debate. A state­ 
wide network of 16 television and 
55 
radio 
stations 
carried 
the 
exchange. 


Dilworth said one debate was 
not sufficient to explore “all the 
issues” and announced that he 
had arranged another on Oct. 20 
in the city of Scranton and asked 
Scranton if he would be there. 


No Reply 


The Republican candidate made 
no reply on the air but told 
reporters later that he “agreed 
to one debate” and that was all 
there would be. 
He said Dil- 
worth's 
request 
for 
another 
debate stemmed from his belief 
“that he is running behind.” 


Dilworth denied this and said 
he had always asked his oppo­ 
nents to debate "in every cam­ 
paign I have been in." 


Scranton commented after the 
debate that he felt "fine” but 
said he found Dilworth "dull and 
laconic.” He said, "perhaps it's 
the 
difference 
in 
our 
ages.” 
Scranton is 45, Dilworth 63. 
Both candidates pledged them­ 
selves to further improvement of 
business and industrial expansion 
in the state to provide more jobs. 
Scranton said "oilier states are

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McDonald Outlines Proposals To Fight Unemployment 


MIAMI BEACH (UPI) - The 
steelworkers union, its convention 
preliminaries over, got down to 
business today on proposals to 
combat unemployment and bol­ 
ster the U.S. economy. 


David McDonald, president of 
the United Steelworkers of Amer­ 
ica <USW>, AFLCIO, said Mon­ 
day the union was seeking a 32- 
hour work week and extended va­ 
cations. 


On the agenda 
or the union 
convention 
later 
today 
were 
speeches by Vice President Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson; T. C. Douglas, 
national leader of the New Demo­ 
cratic 
Party 
of 
Canada; 
and 
Jam es A Michener. who is run­ 
ning for Congress from Pennsylva­ 
nia’s Bucks-Lehigh district. 


McDonald, in his keynote ad­ 
dress to the more than 3,000 dele­ 
gates in th e .Miami Beach Con­ 


vention 
Hall, 
outlined 
general 
proposeals to combat unemploy­ 
ment, including shorter hours and 
longer vacations. 


The silver-haired union leader 
said that 
only 
900,000 
of 
the 
union’s 
1,250,000 members 
are 
employed full-time, and that in 
the next decade 26 million per­ 
sons will join the work force in 
this country alone. 
“We know 
that the 
jobs 
of

America and Canada lie in the 
business 
community. 
This 
is 
where the jobs must be found. I 
urge here today that American 
and Canadian business take over 
their social obligations,” McDon­ 
ald said. 
He said only “bold thinking” 
by business leaders could solve 
the unemployment problem. 
McDonald, 60, called on busi­ 


ness to accept the steelworkers’ 
"Invest in America” program un­ 
der which business and govern­ 
ment would cooperate on public 
works projects to provide more 
jobs. 


The Kennedy administration has 
had trouble getting labor legisla­ 
tion through Congress, the union 
president said, and it is now up 
to business and labor to get to­ 
gether and solve the problems of 


the American workers. 
“In World War II, business, la­ 
bor and the public joined hands 
to create the most powerful eco­ 
nomic system in the world to de­ 
feat naziism and fascism,” Mc­ 
Donald said. 


“Today we are faced with a 
challenge much more deadly, and 
again we must cooperate.” 
In a special filmed message to 
the convention, President Ken­ 


nedy called on the steelworkers to 
help elect congressmen who will 
support his labor and employment 
program. McDonald pledged the 
full support of his union. 


The resident praised the steel­ 
workers for working out a con­ 
tract agreement with the basic 
steel industry earlier this year, 
and promised a renewed effort to 
pass legislation to help the un­ 
employment situation.

The board also voted its ap­ 
proval for the redistribution of 
junior high school students to al­ 
leviate overcrowding at Nesham­ 
iny Senior and Junior high school. 
The relocated students will ap­ 
parently be moved from the Nes­ 
haminy Junior High School to the 
Carl Sandburg and Poquessing 
Junior High Schools. Sandburg 
school is in Levittown; Poques­ 
sing is in Feasterville. 
Extra Classes 
The extra classes created by 
the shift necessitates hiring of the 
seven new’ teachers at an approxi­ 
mate cost of $36,000 this school 
year, according to Dr. Oliver S. 
Heckman, superintendent of Nes­ 
haminy School District. 
Dr. Heckman announced that he 
has been authorized by the Nesh­ 
aminy School Board to buy $2,000 
worth of additional textbooks to 
accommodate 
an 
unexpectedly 
large number of students enroll­ 
ing this fall. 
Dr. Heckman said 211 students 
in excess of the number anticipat­ 
ed, started this month. He said 
the increase was primarily due 
to a larger than expected number 
of 
parochial 
school 
children 
switching to public schools. 
80 More In U.S. 
Most of the increase came at 
the Junior high level. He said tile 
enrollment was 2,197 in the three 
schools, 121 more than expected. 
The high school enrolled about 80 
more than expected, he said. 
The increases resulted in classes 
of 38 students in some high school 
and Neshaminy Junior High rooms 
he said, instead of the 30-34 stu­ 
dents in classes at Sandburg and 
Poquessing junior high school. He 
said 38 students were too many. 
He reported that at least one 
added classroom could be made 
available at Sandburg and that 
more classrooms are in process 
of being prepared for occupancy 
at Poquessing. 
No Problem 
There is no problem at the ele­ 
mentary class level, Dr. Heck­ 
man said, as 90 less than antici­ 
pated enrolled this fall. 
The Neshaminy District has a 
total 10,259 students enrolled. Of 
this number, 6.239 attend element­ 
ary schools; 2.197 attend junior 
highs and 1,823 attend the high 
school. 
Before any shifting of students 
or hiring of teachers takes place, 
approval of the Neshaminy Joint 
Board must be obtained. Dr. Heck­ 
man said he would request the 
joint board's authorization this 
month.
